Result of Tempering 

"Xow if wo were to heat somo of 
this soft Iron," continued the speaker, 
"and then plunge it .suddenly Into 
cold water, the result of tho chilling 
would be to break tho largj crystals 
into many smaller ones, with .a cor- 
responding increnso in Intorstltlal 
substance. Honco tho Iron would bo 
very much harder, or. as wo twually 
term it •toinpoi'cd'. ThK Indicates a 
rearrangemont ot crystals or evidence 
of lntci;nal activity in the metal,"' 

"SU: Iloast then sliowcd a series ot 
slides which cletirly dcinonitralcd tho 
delicate structure ot metal alloys, 
describing at tho same time the 
at-tistlc colors whicli characterize 
them. 

Diseases of Motals 
"The diseases of metals," .said Mr. 
Roaat in conclusion, "aro represented 
hy attacks of other metals hy Infilt- 
ration, as hlnmuth will' undermine 
copper, or by processo;! suoli as 
oxidatliin. The liiterslitlal sith.-^lances, 
which mlghl bo described as tho 
h.ack bono ot tho Internal structure 
of-nietalB, Is gradually replaced liy 
tho softer bliiiiiiilii or oxides, weakop. 
Ing It mateilally. liiirn ot Un. exposed 
lo siib-zoiM ti'iiiiicratiiivs over n long 
period, sticcunibs lo what might bo 
lornioil froBl-bllo, wiilch Irnnsfornis 
It from II hard, shiny inotal Into a 
wlilto powder, exactly the samu In 
■.•liciiili'al lumpiisltloii, lint puUrely 
dlfferiMit In iihysiiul properties."

"Oh, anything." Once in u long while one 
finds a ijei-son who ha.s more or less defi- 
nite tastes in literatui'e, who knows what 
kind of books he has read in the last year, 
and what ones he intends to read next. 

It is a good plan to check up on your- 
self once in a while by trying to make out 
a list of every tiling tliat you have read in 
;the last two or thi-ee months. We know a 
fjjençl of ours who keeps the name of eyery 
:bopk he has read, its authoj-, publishei-, 
date of publication, number of pages, and 
a host of other details. While it is not ne- 
cessary to go to such pains as this, it is 
fiurprùsing how jotting down what you 
jhave read will make you change your 
;ideas of the type of your .own literary 
bro.w,sing. 

Sy,<jtem in reading often produces good 
jjiepultg, as it does in other fields.

A.s 1 cast niy mind bad; In an nttcnijit to 
reconstruct tho conditions and jicliicvi-nienls of 
lOi:, th-e period itself sconis tmnendously remote, 
probably duo to tho .amiable diversions lliii.t oc- 
cupied fairly general attention between 1BI4 and 
193S.

In the year 1S12 undergraduate activity at 
McGIU was at tho peak ot a renaissance. After 
some years of JU-succcss In sport, Ihcro was n 
sudden and general revival. McGill was literally 
".sweepins 'he boards" in all branches ot Inler- 
I'nivcrsity coniiictition. Tliero w.is everywhere in 
evidence .a ncvr .«plrit of .ictivity. Kvcry undcr- 
S:r.aduato oi^anlsation that 1 can recall adopted a 
forward r-oHcy. It was only natural, therefore, that 
there should bo i-ccognitlon of tho need for an ac- 
tive, progressive organ of opinion. The old week- 
ly paper "Tlic Maitlcti" had dono excellent work, 
! but, by JtR nature. "Tho Martlett" w.as hardly ade- 
quate to give expression to the new era. AVlicn. 
Iht-reforo, the editorship of "Tho :\Iartlott" was 
entrusted lo me, I had to consider ssrloiisly how 
to adapt It to the now conditions. .There was, of 
course, long and anxious discussion and, in the 
end, lh« mof.1 adventurous policy was approved. 
But t'jo inauguration ot tha "McGill DaUy" was 
very definitely expérimenta!. Jn the midst of a 
general atmosphere ot activity and dptinifM there 
were many .■v\iio looked ■nith grave misgiving on 
s;irh :in uiidci'iakln;;. The paper had to be written 
■edilcd, ::nù maiioïcd witiiolit professional assist- 
afice. Tlio -whole staff were undergraduates carry- 
ing on their academic M'ork, or attempting to do 
so. One's normal procedure tvas to attend lectures 
during the morning and In the early afternoon, 
then towards .evening to begin t!:o task of^prcipar- 
;nt' i^ie iioxt day's paper. Tills went on until between 
2.00 and 2.30 in tho moniing, at which limo the 
paper vent to press. .Such routine In retrospect 
scams singularly arduous, but tho circumstances 
and the etimulus were mo'.'c singular. Kroni the 
first appearance of lite, paper, despite UiQ^nilsgtv- 
ings of tho more conservative element,' "^it was 
wunuly wfclcomed as yet another symbol of the 
iicv.' era in University life. That tho innumerable 
difficulties of the first few monU:s were surmount- 
ed was duo to a combination of a buoyant and op- 
timistic environment with a realisation that the 
ji-rojeot was a real chalk nR<; of faltii. 

The right funtUo/i ot sueli a ntvv.ïi)aper is best 
realised by a study of what the "McOill Dally" has 
meant lo MeUIll. First of all, Its existenco Is a 
guarantee of the easy arid, rapid circulation of 
■lov.ii of university activUy. Ji niiikc-.s tin.- \:i>k •>[ 
every organiser of undergraduato QctivUy jnrinlte- 
ly ' easier. 'J'hen; on tlio policy side, It 'focuses, 
renders cohorcnt, and effective, the aims and Ideals 
of the Students' Council, liut what appears, to mo 
to be even more important' Is its influciicp upon 
morale. The undergraduate community of, McUill 
iH recruited, not only from all parl.s of tho Ame- 
•.•Ican Continent, but also from .-icross tijo' .Seven 
.Seas. The opportunities uf csta.1jlishing a,cQinmu- 
nlly consctj)Usness aVo not as fuvourublo at Aiu- 
GIll as they aro In wholly residential cetjires of 
learning.
